TWO

achievements of but a slightly less spectacular nature, such things 
as the study of jlhe mentally deficient in the public schools, the 
ineasurcments of the velocity of light and the delving further in- 
; to the early hinlnry of mankind .

According to the Provost, 
tKie type of student dosiring admittance is higher than in former 
years in that the student seems to have a definite realization of 
what a universijty education will mean to him with regard to his 
materia] and spirilgal advancement in tho world. This refers of 
course to the American student particularly, and differs marked' 
ly from the opinions of many American college papers that see 
no change in the student type that lives, to quo|le the Brown

Protographs taiken at the other 
extreme, the intra red, show tlie sky 
very dark but folUigc comes ôiif quita 
while, giving very beautiful effects as 
though the trees were al'l in blossom. 

These facts were made use of by the 
lecturer ito develop signals during the 
late war. An infra red flash lamp sent 
a n.arrow.
